TO CRUSH BEATEN FOR 


A Bloody Battle is Now Being 


Waged North of Tie Pass. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 16.—The 


news again-, from the front is very seri- 
ous. Fiet<* Marshal Oyama is striking 
another blow at the defeated Russian 
army. In spite of the exhausted con- 
dition of Ms forces, after 
the 
long 


twelve days' struggle for Mukden, he 
has been aWe'to organize a fresh, turn- 
ing movement^in the hope of complet- 
ing the victory;-won .under the walls of 
Mukden. Tuesday's attack upon the 
IRusslan advance line at the Fan river 
it is now evident was only a feint, 
while Japanese columns were being 
worked around to get in position to 
fall upon the Russian rear, and yester- 
day the blow was struck, a dispatch 
to the Associated Press from Santou- 
pou bringing to St. Petersburg the flrst 
word that a battle was in progress 
north of Tie Pass. That General Kurd- 
patkln was taken by surprise is a fair 
inference from the manner in which 
Tuesday night he abandoned the Fan 
river positions, leaving so hurriedly 
that he- again was obliged to burn his 
stores to prevent them from falling 
into the hands of the Japanese. It is 
evident that the Japanese struck in 
from west of the Liao river. 


Tie Pass is practically the gate 


where the mountains and the 
Llao 


river meet, and it commands the whole 
country "northward. .With'the Japanese 
in behind the Russian army at Tie 
Pass, General Kuropatkln's position is 
extremely critical. Once the Japanese 
are across his rear in force Kuropatkin 
would have to cut his way out or sur- 
render.

KUROPATKIN TELEGRAPHS.

People Take Advantage 


of Ukase Issued 


By Czar, 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 16, .2:36 


p. m.—The Zemstvos, 
Doumas, 
etc. 


throughout Russia are taking advan- 
tage of the imperial ukase, issued sim- 
ultaneously with the rescript confer- 
ring upon "individuals and 
institu- 


tions" the right to freely petition the 
Emperor 
through the committee of 


ministers on all questions affecting the 
welfare of the empire, to demand rep- 
resentation upon the commission whicn 
is elaborating the rescript. The im- 
portance 
of 
the 
ukase, which was 


largely overlooked at the time, has now 
become a powerful weapon "in 
the 


hands of the Liberals, who contend that 
it carries with it a guarantee of free 
speech and assembly, without which 
the right to petition on general ques- 
tions would necessarily be a farce, and 
also freedom of the press for the dis- 
cussion of such, questions. They now 
propose, In order to test the govern- 
ment's sincerity, to organize clubs for 
the purpose of debating political ques- 
tions. The Moscow and St. Petersburg 
Zemstvos have already voted 
strong 


resolutions demanding 
representation 


on the rescript commission. The strike 
situation seems everywhere to be im- 
proving. 
The social democrats here 


have advised the strikers who are with- 
out money and confronted with star- 
vation to return to work,, and less than 
10,000 workmen are now out. 
On the 


other hand, the prospects of agrarian 
disturbances on .a large scale are be- 
coming decidedly more threatening and 
are causing the deepest concern. Many 
landed proprietors are afraid to 
go 


back to their estates. The movement 
has not assumed a political phase, but 
it is the old form of a demand for a 
re-distribution of the land. 


Agitators are shrewdly spreading the 


report that the Emperor has decreed 
such a division, telling the peasants 
what the proprietors do not want to 
submit and thus setting them against 
the landlords "in the Emperor's name." 
The agitation has now spread to Sim- 
birsk province where the peasants are 
making ready to begin a division of the 
land as soon as the snow melts. 


It Is reported that the terrorists have

FOR PEACE 


Russia Says She 


Use Her Own 


Gold, 


BERLIN, March 16.—Tho German Gov- 


ernment' has been 
informed that the 


Russian Emperor has again put aside all 
peace suggestions and is unshaken in 
his resolution to continue the war. 


AH the higher officers of the Far East- 


em army recently joined in a petition 
to Emperor Nicholas 
not 
to consider 


peace, asking that they be given- other 
.opportunities to show the quality of Rus- 
sian valor, and reporting that although 
they have retreated they and the army 
still have the will to fight. The Emperor's 
decision had already been taken and the 
army's appeal .only added to his con- 
viction that Russia still had resources 
of a character that would stand more 
beating before surrender became neces- 
sary. The question of foreign credit was 
recently the subject of discussion, 
the 
Associated Press is informed, 
among 
Emperor Nicholas' advisers, but it was 
said that if foreign credit were denied 
her Russia would rind money at home. 
The gold stock in the Imperial Bank 
would alone suffice for many months and 
assisted by expedients the finance min- 
ister had not yet employed, this would 
suffice for years. 
Hcnyever, there' was no question yet of 
touching the gold stock. Russia's bonds, 
It was stated, stood on the Berlin and 
Paris Boerses at 
twice the price of 
.United States bonds during the low ebb 
of the Civil War. 
The finance minister 
is reported as saying that Russia could 
get abundant loans, evea in England, if 
she was willing to accept a low price, 
As for men, the war department had 
drawn only seven to nine per cent of 
the ellglbles for service. Some draft riots 
had taken place, though not more ser- 
ious than those in the Northern States 
during the Civil War.

Buelow and Herr Bebel, the Socialist 
leader,' engaged in a bitter discussion 
in the Reichstag today «ver Germany's 
Russian policy. The chancellor's usual 
compqsure and good humor -in , debate 
were disturbed , by -the almost savage 
criticism of the Socialist chief, ,who 
said that Germany's "creeping", before 
Russia'had-humiliated her In the eyes 
of the '.world and had brought her to 
shame." >

He held von Buelow responsible- for 


Prussia's engaging in the nasty work 
of catching fugitives 
from 
Russian 


military service and turning them .over 
to agents of the autocrats, for forcing 
men and women whose only offense 
was love of liberty to leave Prussian 
territory at the instance of Russian 
spies. 
! 


Herr Bebel laughed 
scornfully 
at 


the chancellor's assertion that the So- 
cialists want war with Russia. He had 
heard such reproaches a dozen times. 
Were an insurrection to break out in 
Russian Poland, 
Von 
Buelow would 


doubtless send a note to St. Peters 
burg offering German troops to help 
in suppressing it. 


The Socialist chief was twice called 


to order by the president of the -house. 


Herr Bebel, in another p^rt of his 


long speech, read a letter of Prince 
Bismarck to his wife, in which he spoke 
of the "charlatanry and pomposity of 
diplomacy." 


Herr Bebel said it was all very well 


for the chancellor to say that the .sale 
of merchant ships to belligerents wa.s 
no breach of international law, 
but 


what of the ten German ships among 
the forty-five, 
transports 
with 
the 


squadron eommar<led by Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky. 


They had not been bought by Russia; 


their crews were in a certain sense 
prisoners o£ the Russian squadron. He 
had private letters showing that 
the 


crews did not know the destination of 
the ships before (hey were 
at 
Sea. 


Many men in the crew served against 
their will. Could any one imagine that 
the Hamburg-American Company did 
not know the government's wishes be- 
fore entering on such engagements? 


"Is such participation in the war by 


German ships with German crews and 
under the German flag not a violation 
of neutrality?" asked Herr Bebel. 


Chancellor von Buelow, after talk- 


ing mildly regarding Alsace—Lorraine 
affairs of.Prussian Poland, exclaimed: 


"Ach! 
Love 
heaven! 
This 
Bis- 


marck letter! I know It well. 
Bis- 


marck was busy with diplomacy at the 
time he wrote it. 
Yes, it belongs to 


those many beautiful letters he wrote. 
If he had not been a great statesman 
what a great author he would have 
been. 


"Mein Gott. 
I have been, fn dip- 


lomacy thirty years and I am unbiased 
enough to know that what Bismarck 
said was quite true." 


Von Buelow affirmed that there had 


been no case of extradition of a Rus- 
sian subject not covered by the extra- 
dition treaties. 


Turning to the German 'merchant 


ships in the Russian service, .the chan- 
cellor said: 


"According to the emphatic assur- 


ances of the Hamburg-American Com- 
pany the German transport ships must 
not accompany the Russian squadron. 
That they may only supply coal in cer- 
tain neutral harbors. In going to these 
neutral harbors Germa'n ships may -not 
sail in company with Russian 
war- 


ships and mum. follow anotbT course. 


."The Imperial 
government 
knows 


nohting of any illegal pressure upon 
the crews of. the German vessels in 
Madagascar. 
When the -Russian ad- 


miral, in tie Interest of'secrecy takes 
measures to limit the freedom of move-/ 
ment of German sailors in view of +*i*. 
Russian circumstances, one can scarce- 
ly object. Should the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Company treat the crews differ- 
ently from the conditions-of the con- 
tract, under the German law. the gov- 
ernment would hold the company re- 
sponsible. There lies not the slightest 
proof before us that the company has 
done anything inconsistent with

obligations."

Said/Assessor .Dodge: 
"The bill en- 


'deavors to Ignore the present system and 
: court ^decisions and constitutes .any - Su- 
perior Judge , an Assessor.' It further

After reading the provisions of Senate 


Bill 605, relating to the changing of as- 
sessments by the Superior Courts of the 
State, I am satisfied that It l« the most 
outrageous pieceiof legislation passed by 
the last Legislature. I am surprised that 
the bill, should have been recommended 
by the committees of. the Legislature 
without attracting, the attention of the 
newspapers and the public. 


If this bill should be signed by the 


Governor, the corporations of the State 
would be put in a position a& that they 
could make it so expensive for the as- 
sessors that they would be able to force 
an assessor'to resign from his office if 
he did' not do their bidding by placing 
values on their property that would 'suit 
them. 
• 


The passage of this bill looks to me 


like a very slick piece of business on 
the part of the corporations, who are 
more interested-in such a measure than 
any -other class of taxpayers. 
Under this bill the duties of the as- 
sessor would be performed by an attor- 
ney appointed by the Superior Court, and 
if the attorney reports that the assess- 
ment is out of proportion with some other 
assessments he might be able to find, 
then the assessor must.pay all the costs, 
including 110 per day as fees of the at- 
torney appointed by the court. 
Such a law would make an assessor 
very timid about placing values on any 
corporation property whereby he might 
be Involved in legislation and expense to 
himself. In this county we would have 
six assessor* Instead of one as under 
the present law. If any one of the six 
or the attorney appointed by the court 
could be reached ohw 'long would it take 
the corporations (who always evade pay- 
ing their taxes if they can get out of it) 
to locate him?

bling house, licensed by the govern-

which 'frequently auctions the 


privilege. All are conducted openly 
and in many of them free entertain- 
ments, theatrical and otherwise are 
given nightly to attract patronage.

Many of them, In fact" all 
the leaders, were candidates for some-, 
thing — mostly Governor — and .they be- 
lieved their only hope o* success lay 
in 'lighting" the railroad.

Stanford contemplated a gift to ed- 
ucation.

Perkins saw what was coming 'and 


promptly withdrew 'Stanford's name 
And so it .-happened that Governor Per- 
kins and Regent Stanford, early In 
January, 1883,' went out of office ' 
gether. 


The great railroad, builder was then 
verging on three score years. He was 
in ill health and seriously thinking 
about the details of his . funeral. Onn

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Soon after 


the Senate went into executive session 
today Heyburn of Idaho made an ex- 
tended argument in favor of the annexa- 
tion of Santo Domingo. At the beginning 
of the last Congress Senator Heyburn in- 
troduced a resolution for annexation and 
supported it at that time in a speech. 
Today he declared that tbe destiny uf 
this, as well as other Islands, was to le 
a part of or under the control of the 
United States. He went into the history 
of Santo Domingo and cited previous 
efforts to acquire the island: Senator 
Heyburn favored the pending treaty be- 
cause it was in the direction of annexa- 
tion. During the1 day there were further 
conferences as to the disposition ,of the 
treaty. It was positively asserted by the 
Democrats that there were not sufficient 
votes to ratify it, and the Republicans 
generally conceded that such was the 
situation.

This message was'to the effect 
that Miss Berner. took the same dose 
of the bicarbonate of soda administer 
e<3 to Mrs. Stanford, and also one, of 
the cascara capsules at the same time 
that Mrs. Stanford did, without show- 
ing any. signs of discomfort. Just be- 
fore the sailing of the Alameda, how 
ever, Judgu Smith received by tele- 
phone from Dr. Jordan at. the .wharf 
a message instructing him to withdraw 
the dispatch from the cable office, or, 
if it had been sent, to contradict it. 


The^following joint statement, sign- 


ed by Dr. Jordan .and Mr. Hopkins, was 
left: with Judge Smith, with instruc- 
tions to release it after the sailing of 
the Alameda: 


"In our Judgment, after a. careful 


consideration of all the facts, brought 
to our knowledge, we are fully con- 
vinced that the death of Mrs. Stanford 
was not due to strychnine poisoning, 
nor to intentional wrongdoing on the 
part of anyone. 


"We find the itaternents of . those 


who were with Mrs. Stanford In her 
last moments no evidence that any of 
the characteristic symptoms of strych- 
nine poisoning were present.. 


"We think i* probable that death was 


due to a combination of conditions and 
circumstances 
Among these we may 


note, in connection w_ith her advanced 
age,: the unaccustomed exertion, the 
surfeit of unsuitable food, and the vn- 
usual exposure during the picnic 'to 
which she went on the day of her 
death. 
. 
' 


"The conditions were perhaps some- 


what aggravated by the presence of 
strychnine and other drugs 
in 
the 


medicinal capsule, and possibly also, 
by the presence of the small amount 
of strychnino contained in the dose of 
bicarbonate of soda. 


"The occurrence of this strychnine 


in the bicarbonate of soda has not yet 
been explained. The fact that it was 
not in excess of usual medicinal pro- 
portions suggests that its presence was 
due either to the error of a pharmacist 
or else that the combination was pre- 
pared for tonic purposes. 


"We must recognize chat .the pre- 


liminary hypothesis of accidental pois- 
oning seemed a natural one under the 
extraordinary circumstances. 
We re- 


gard it, however, as being without 
foundation .and 
wholly incompatible 


with the evidence in our possession. 


"We cannot express in too high terms 


our appreciation of the generous sym- 
pathy and friendly hospitality shown 
by all the people of, Hawaii with whom 
we have come in contact. We came 
to Honolulu on the saddest of errands 
and leave It with the warmest feelings 
of gratitude towards this beautiful isl- 
and, this generous hearted city and its 
helpful and sympathetic citizens."

Southern Pacifice Coast Lines Are Buried Unier 


Avalanche of Sand and Gravel -Passengers 


on Stalled Trains Are Not Suffering. 


LOS ANGELES. March 16.—Heavy rains cpn- 


tiriued to fall throughout Southern California from 
midnight last night until g o'clock this morning, 
causing still further damage to the already,'.sorely. 
tried railroad systems and rendering the resumption 
of traffic impossible for many more hours to come. 
The floods in the mountains caused a cessation of the 
work of repairing the roadbeds and. several addition- 
al -washouts have been reported. It is. unlikely that 
any. of the trains on cither the Santa Fe or the South- 
ern Pacific, which are how three and four days over- 
due" in this city, will be able to reach here today. 
No 


trains on either line are leaving the city and none 
•will be started until the lines aje opened. 


' New landslides are reported on both the-galley 


division and the coast line of the Southern Pacific. 
The tracks are buried under an avalanche of sand 
and gravel for a considerable distance somewhere 
between Burbank and Tropico on the valley division 
and although the company ha,s large forces of work- 
men engaged in clearing the obstruction from both 
sides the track will not be opened before 
evening. 


Another landslide is said to 
have 
occurred 
this 


morning somewhere near Tehachapi, but .details have 
not been received here. 
It is 
likely 
that 
many 


washouts and slides are taking place that have not 
been reported and more will occur if the storm con- 
tinues. South-bound trains on the valley line are be- 
ing held at Bakersfield. 
The Southern Pacific has 


but meagre reports from its coast line,'but the situa- 
tion is unimproved. Although the company has 
been a.ble to repair several of the 
more 
serious 


.breaks occurring the first of the week, others are 
happening almost hourly. The worst reported up 
to this morning is at Piru. 
Three of the south- 


bound trains that have been stalled at Santa 
Bar- 


bara since.Sunday and which left this place on their 
way to this city yesterday, are' held at Burbank and 
another is at Filmore. There is little possibility of 
these trains reaching this city today, although if the 
storm lifts the company hopes to .have the line partly 
opened by night. The new line

Pacific by way of Chatsworth is entirely out of op- 
eration and no trains can be run over it for many 
days. Two trestles aie .gone on this route ,cme be-

Garfield and the Presidency. 


The Washington Star is responsible for an apocryphal story to the 


effect that President Roosevelt, has picked out Commissioner Garfield 
to be his successor in the White House. This story would deserve 
little attention but for the fact that it has been extensively copied. 
Even some of the most, respectable journals in the country, such as 
the Boston Herald, the Springfield Republican and the Philadelphia 
Ledger having given it currency. The Washington Star, by the vfnyt 
is not a sensational journal and is nowise unfriendly to the administra- 
tion. Nevertheless the story is incredible to thoughtful minds. It is 
to be observed, however, that the Star does not take upon, itself the 
onus of the story, but charges it to the gossip of "politicians." It says: 


"A very interesting bit of gossip is going the rounds of the poli- 


ticians at this time. llt is not known who started it, but it is on the 
wing just the same. That is, that President Roosevelt'would like to 
see his young protege, James R. Garfield, commissioner of corpora- 
tions, groom himself for the presidential nomination, and if he cannot 
get it in 1908 to at least make such a commotion in the political, sea 
as to render him a conspicuous figure during the .succeeding four 
years. 


"The people who pass this gossip along say that Commissioner 


Garfield will be very much in evidence in the anti-trust crusade of the 
administration, and that his well-wishers expect to make political 
capital that will benefit him in -the future. 
It is said by the politicians 


to be rather a daring statement to connect President Roosevelt's name 
with -the possible candidacy of any man, but the gossips are doing it 
in the case of Mr. Garfield." 


This is vague authority to give for a statement so important. 
It 


is unbelievable that the President should select his successor at the 
very beginning of his term. The selection said to have been made 
gives the story a still greater air of romance. 
Commissioner Garfield 


can hardly be" described as Presidential timber at this time, albeit he 
is an able! trustworthy man; and putting him forward anonymously as. 
the President's protege looks suspiciously like a device on the part of 
trust agents to discredit Mr. Garfield and create antagonisms, for 
President Roosevelt. 


Mr. Garfield has -called down upon himself the enmity of the rail- 


road and oil trust magnates, who are equally hostile to the President. 
In this one can discern the motive for coupling the names of the Presi- 
dent and Commissioner Garfield together in such a manner as to pro- 
voke unfavorable comment. 
. 


In this connection it is worthy of notice that the Legislature of 


Kansas has adopted resolutions condemning Commissioner Garfield's. 
recent report on the operations of the beef trust. This report 'has 
created almost as much excitement in Kansas as a grasshopper in- 
vasion, and following their usual practice when things don't go to suit 
them the inhabitants of the Sunflower State have begun to rend their 
garments and declare themselves undone. The railroad lobby at To- 
peka whooped it up against Garfield with an enthusiasm worthy of a 
better cause. The hole in the grindstone there seems also quite large 
enough for any sensible person to see through. .

time. At last in his old age he promisesto step from the'Senate inl o 
the penitentiary. He may escape a felon's cell, but he cannot escape 
the universal conviction that he is a corrupt and degraded man.

'Press dispatch, Mr: Hull has been talking'very much like a fool by 
predicting war between the United States and Japan over the Philip- 
pine Islands! Mr. Hull's chatter would be unimportant, but for the 
;act that he is a Representative in Congress and chairman of the 
Military Committee. To the outside world, therefore, his statements 
sound as if they were the opinions of the National Administration. 
Mr. Hull is quoted as, making the following statements: 


"The Japanese need the Philippines and they are certain they 


:ould wrest them from us. We must remember that in a war with 
them we would be Jin the same situation that Russia is now—Japan 
tvould be close to the zone of war, while we would be 7000 miles from 
it.." Even if %ve had a powerful fleet in the Philippines, we might have 
it crippled as Russia's was. 


"Japan would prefer to buy the islands, and if she collects a great 


indemnity from Russia she may do so. If we do not want to sell we 
can safely expect that the Japanese will not lose time in finding oc- 
:asion for trouble with us. 
• 


'"The United States must be powerful enough-on'the Pacific to 


keep Japan in fear of our navy, or else it can never hope to retain the 
islands. Our policy should be to fortify the islands and Hawaii." 


This is the talk of a man who is abroad looking for trouble. There 


Is not the shadow of a dispute between the United States and Japan 
There is no reason to assume that Japan covets the Philippines or en- 
tertains the slightest idea of adding them to her possessions. 
The 


press and government of Japan are exceedingly courteous to the 
American people, and for one of the supposed leaders in Congress to 
conjure up in his imagination a casus debate in order to void himsel 
jf hostile and truculent opinions concerning a friendly is crimina 
lolly. 


Such talk will naturally arouse ill-feeling in Japan, and tends to 


bring on 'conflicts which this country de'sires to avoid. 
Of course 


ihis country will not permit Japan to seize the, Phiippines, but before 
we offer resistance to the seizure let there be some evidence that it is 
;ven contemplated let alone attempted.

Van- 
ity can not enter into it, which Imme- 
diately eliminates the wealthy "man foi 
what he does without price must be for 
his own advertising. 


The extent to which the public mind 


is fllled with a desire to scribble Is 
something incredible except to those 
who have made a study of the ques 
tion. It amounts to a veritable plague 
No one seems to escape it; no one. In

erial things Is necessary to the success 
sf an author. His manuscript. may 
verflow with literary excellences, but 
till be unsulted for the publishers. „ It 
needs technical revision. 
Paragraphs 


will be made, the punctuation looked 
after, etc., till the end of the chapter. 


All this work will be done" by the 


publisher for a certain fee, and this is 
BO large that It will cover ail the ex- 
penses of getting out the book, al- 
hough the blind author thinks the 
lublisher Is taking all the risk. 
In this way the. author "saves his 


'ace," as the Chinese say, and the pub- 
isher gets his money. 


Scores of such books come to me 


every year, and only In the dull- times, 
when material Is bard to get, do I 
bother even to open their pages. The 
name of the publisher brands their 
o.uality. If they had merit they would 
bear other and more honorable names. 


Occasionally there is a work of de- 


serving—a maverick. But it never gets 
the appreciation it should receive be- 
cause of the danger signal which the 
cover.bears. The critics fight shy of 
such books, ».nd the dealers never put 
them on their shelves. 


All the Kloiry vhich the dupe gets Is 


from the glowing appreciation which 
the publisher prints and sends to the 
book reviewer, and In the insincere 
praise which friends, pump up when 
presented with an author's copy. 


There Is no need tor such tactics on 


•the-part of any writer • of stories or 
verse or novels. 


The publishers mre Just as anxious to 


get new people as .these novices are to 
catch the eye of the:makers of books. 
The public is fickle.-It wants new ideas 
or a new cooking of the old ones. If 
such a literary cook comes along, even 
if he Isn't a cordon bleu and can only 
do "plain cooking," he will be snapped 
up by the business men If his dishes are 
crisp and appetizing. 


The good work of today is being 


done by the men and women who were 
unknown five years ago who were' un- 
known when they knocked at the pub- 
lishers' doors, and ho ibbre no creden- 
tials to them beyond their MSS. 


There is no "j>ull" li> literature. 
Before one gets the ear- of the pub- 


lishers' doors, and who bore no ctcdcn- 
and these have no knowledge of the 
personality of the men and women be- 
hind the copy. - They are Just as alert 
to get new blood as the publishers; Just 
as diligent In searching every manu- 
script for the least possible encourage-

Of- 
ten a character contains several radicals 
and a foreigner is usually at a loss to 
know under just what head to look for 
his. word. 
In writing Chinese with a stilus the 
strokes are either horizontal or vertical, 
with the dots inclined toward' the right 
or left. Moore makes use of the direction 
of the strokes which are readily detected 
by the eye.

The bill, if it be- 
comes a law by your signature, will fa- 
vor a few persons employed by the State, 
at the expense of other laborers not em- 
ployed on public work, who must work 
longer hours, and at the expense of tax- 
payers, who by the same kind of labor 
are obliged to earn money to pay taxes 
which must be appropriated to pay the 
exhorbitant wages of the favored few 
who happen to be employed on public 
work.

Kiniry 'in his shoes is probably consid- 
erably over the height given by 'Clark, 
and it. was probably very tempting to 
Frick to have asked Kiniry Bow tali he 
is as he stands in the courtroom, but he 
left it, and will make the most he can 
of It when It coitus to the argument of 
the case. Even tl.« defendant's age was 
left to a matter of stipulation, and Frick 
announced after some consultation that 
it would be admitted by the prosecution 
that Kiniry was 22 years of age and that 
he would be 23 on September 13 next.

Judge Mortimer Smith, brother of the 


deceased policeman, was called to the

It was also stipulated between the Dis- 


trict Attorney and Frick that the de- 
ceased Goldstein, in the absence of any 
testimony on the point, wan about lh« 
same height as Kiniry. This admission 
places the statement-.of the dyin^.police- 
man In doubt. "The 
man-who i shot 


•him," he. said, "was- as tall.as;he was." 
Kiniry and_GoI(3stein^according. to stipu- 
lation, are now,of,the.same, height, and 
this negatives any force the statement 
has. 


Smith said that he did not get the man 


who got him. They were /of the same 
height in the darkness; the boy a short 
distance away could not see them. Then, 
if this WM the case, could not Smith 
easily have been mistaken aa to wttca 


In the crowded auditorium of St. 


Anthony's parish 
last evening, the 


Rev. Father Yorke, pastor, gave anoth- 
er of his Interesting lectures. 
The 


next will be given on Sunday evening. 
In part. Father Yorke said last night: 


"The period covered by tonight's 


conference consists of the two centur- 
ies and a half from the persecution of 
Nero to the peace of the church guar- 
anteed by the edict of , Milan in the 
second decade of the fourth century. 
The main characteristic of the period 
Is the fight for existence of the new 
organization against the power of the 
.empire. Of course during this period 
the chufch had also her inner life, 
there was the development of doctrine 
arising from herself and the settling 
of discipline caused by new needs. 
But these things can be more conveni- 
ently treated in ".he next conference 
and we will deal now with the external 
history of the church only. 


"One of the 
most 
extraordinary 


problems in history is the rapid spread 
of Christianity. In apostolic lines the 
words of the Psalmist were already 
applied to the Apostles: 'Their sound 
hath gone forth Into all the earth; and 
their words unto the end of the world.' 
Tacitus speaks of a vast multitude of 
'Christians found in Rome in Nero's 
time. Pliny at the beginning of the 
second century declares they fill the 
villages, cities and country places so 
that the pagan temples are' desolate. 
Le&tulUan boasts only yesterday were 
we born and we have ^filled all your 
palaces, the cities, the islands, the 
forts, municipalities, councils, camps, 
senate forum. We leave you only the 
temples. • 
" 


"This is the more remarkable ,whcn 
we consider that the Romans looked on 
the founder of Christianity as a convicted 
criminal, that its preachers 
were un- 
lettered Jews, that Its propaganda was 
entirely devoid of spectacular 
effects; 
that It antagonized a religion that con- 
secrated every vice; that it preached to 
the-masters of the world the servile vir- 
tues of humaiillity. chastity, poverty. Lu- 
clan considered the Christians. Idiots, 
Juvenal stigmatized them as vile me- 
chanics and Cecillus elegantly referred io 


them as uncivilized; -uncultured the Beam 
of the earth. 
"Moreover 
the 
popular 
otlumniei 
spread about them were universally be- 
lieved.. 
They adored a Goa with a 
donkey's head, they killed children at 
their services, their meetings closed with 
orgies of the vilest description. 
Eiestul- 
Uan 
well 
describes 
their 
reputation. 
Every public calamity and every popular 
trouble Is attributed to the Christians.- 
If the Lj jer rises, if the Nile does not that 
If the Weather:is bad. if earthquake* com* 
cr famine or plague, up goes the .cry. To 
the lion* with the Christians. 
Yet in 
spite of it -all the church grew and In- 
creased rind though there were not many 
wise according to the flesh, not many 
mighty, not many noble; God chose the 
foolish things of the world -and the" wnak 
things 10 confound the wise- and the 
strong so that all men mrght confess of 
his church the flnger of God is here. 
"It is easy to understand why poptuar 
prejudice should persecute the Christian* 
and why monsters like Nero and Dorac- 
tian should do them to death, but IF IB 
difficult to see why wise arid far-seeing 
men like. Trojan-and Marcus Aurelius 
should . be numbered among the perse- 
cutors. 
The real reason Is that Chris- 
tianity was looked upon as disloyalty to 
the State. The divinity of the emperor 
was the great unifying 
bond !n the 
Roman commonwealth and when Chris- 
tians refused to sacrifice to the emperor 
they were regarded as rebels. 
"There are ten persecutors oommonly 
counted no doubt m reference to the ten 
plagues; 
but persecution 
was always 
going on at the behest of the emperor or 
to satisfy the cupidity or revenge of some 
subordinate officer. In the great amphi- 
theaters Christians were constantly but- 
chered to make a popular holiday. 
"We 
have old men like Ignatius and Polycarp, 
young children like A gnes men Jn the 
prime of life like Laurence but all glad 
to shed th»ir blood for the sake of Christ. 
'Forbidden to worship above (round 
the Christians took refuge In th« Cata- 
combs great tunnels dug through the soft 
rock around Rome. •- There 
are 
some 
eleven hundred miles of such workings 
explored. There the dead were buried; 
there the church services were held. 
The last and bloodiest of the-persecu- 
tions bepan at.the end of the third cun- 
tury under Drocletm. it It Is known a* 
the era of martyrs.'. But the end wa» 
at hand, the -blood of-' the martylrs had 
frutified. 
Constantlne, the 
son of a 
Christian mother, espoused the Christian 
cause. He saw In vision a cross with Uie 
legend: "In this sign Shalt thou conqunr' 
and at the Mulvian bridge in Rome. Octo- 
ber 27. 312. he defeated the Pagan -army 
and the following year the edict of Milan 
proclaimed 
freedom 
of 
co.uqience 
throughout the- Roman ,empire,"
